D r. G . W . Mills, who w as taken

•day, suffering from alcoholism and

T he deceased was born at G la s­ 
gow , K y .. 46 years ago, and w as a

H e came to Missouri about fif­ 
teen years ago and for a time prac­ 
ticed at Pinhook, then at Long- 
wood, where he w as highly suc­ 
cessful. notw ithstanding the fact 
h i s that he w ould go 
on 
occasional 
«prees, com ing to Sedalia and re­ 
m aining several days at a time. 
L e a v in g L on gw o o d , he next lo­ 
cated at Hughesville, where he also 
did well, and came from there to 
Sedalia. 
F o r a time he enjoyed a fair 
practice here, but the drink habit 
had grow n upon him to such an ex­ 
tent that his patients were afraid 
^ 
to trust him, and one by one he lost 
them, until his wife and five chil- 
^ 
dren had to be cared for by the city 
at intervals. 
A fter two or three separations 
and reconciliations, M rs. M ills and 
the children left last 
spring fur 
their old home in K entucky, and 
are still there, being supported, it 
is said, by her people.

L eft alone, the doctor plunged

^ffeeper and deeper in dissipation, 
until he scarcely ever drew a sober 
breath, and it w as generally pre­ 


dicted by his friends that his earth­ 
ly career would be of short dura­ 
tion.

D r. Mills was formerly a m em ­ 


ber of the Pettis County Medical 
society, but he dropped out a cou­ 
ple or more years ago, when he 
associated iiimself with Dr. W . A . 
Craven in establishing a sanitarium 
for the cure of the drink and mor­ 
phine habits. 
This particular kind 
of business required boom adver­ 
tising, which the medical society 
does not tolerate, and in conse­ 
quence Dr. Mills was dropped from 
the membership roll. 
But all was not bad with the 
dead man. 
The night was never 
too dark nor the cold too biting for 
him to respond to a call from those 
in distress. 
The fact that the p a­ 
tient was penniless cut no figure, 
for the doctor’s professional skill 
was given just as cheerfully 
as 
though the call had come from the 
wealthiest home in S'edalia. 
H e had his faults, it is true, but 
he had his virtues as well, and had 
he been possessed of sufficient will 
power to say “ no” there is no rea­ 
son why he should not have been

The cause of the act ‘'^expressing 
what person and persons» shall !:ee so 
extended within this branch to
